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I was a shod if I had any opportunity to see 
Oswald in the police department ~t that time or any other 
subsequent, time and I stated to the best of my knowledge 
Oswald had been taken to the office of Captain "Willi* 
p r ity. , that I m.ver did go to Captain Fritz’s office at , 

any time on November 22, 23, or 24, 19G3, and that I had 
ncvei personally observed Oswald subsequent to his arrest 
in the theater in Oak Cliff, 

At this point in the* interrogation, Mr. Kallach * 
ashed me if I knew that disciplinary action by the Bureau had 
been taken j:r, Flames) liostv. I advised them that I 

was aware of this through my association with llosty in Dallas. 

I was then asked if I knew* that some Assistant Directors or 
the Fbl had been disciplined because of their handling of 
certain matters in the assassination investigation. 1 stated 
I was not aware of this and had no knowledge of any such 
disciplinary action. 

Mr. Kallach then ashed r.e if I had attended a 
"going away" party held, not in the Dallas Office, for llosty 
by his friends in Dallas. I stated I did not recall any 
such party and further felt that if there had been such a party 
I would have been invited ana would have attended because 
llosty and I wore in the same car pool, we attended the same 
church, we belonged to the same clubs, and I had coached 
his son on the school football team, and further, that many 
of Booty's friends were also my friends. 

I was asked if I recalled a conference being held 
bv RAC J. Gordon Shank 1 in on the early morning of November 
23, 15G3, in which Agents of the Dallas Office were given 
instructions on investigation to bo conducted th.it d^»y. I 
stated that I recalled reporting to work on Saturday*, November 
23, at about 0:00 AM after having worked to about 3:00 AM 
that same morning from the Friday before, and I did not recall 
any such conference held by Mr • Shenhlin. 

I was asked if there had not been a conference on 
the morning of November 24, 19G3, in which Mr. Shanklin in- 
structed the Dallas Agents not to go near the area at the 
city jail where Oswald was being removed that day and I 
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stated 1 did recall th-'-sc instructions, and further, I Had 
been instructed, along v;ith SA_Ill£ n D. Lee , to to i;r ' LD ~ 
TV Station to obtain any po r t i n cii tp h □ tographs that that 
station Might have and further, that while there I had ob- 
served, on closed circuit television, the Oswald shooting 
'in the basement of the police department. I was ashed if I 
had l;nv knowledge of a telephone call received by the TBI 
dutin'/ the night of November 23-2', 1563, containing a 
threat against Oswald. 1 said that to the best of ray know- 
ledge, I did recall something to the effect that SA mil ten _ 
)ir.d been on duty during the ea.-ly morning hours of 
Novoi. .bur 24 at the Dallas FBI Office and had received such 
a cal) . I cc<n? cl not recall at this tine who was the source 
of this information nor did I recall any details as to the 
contents of the call. 



Mr. Kallach then asked if

sing the assassination and discussing whether or not it was 
their opinions that it was the act of one man acting alcr.e 
or vans a conspiracy.

that everyone connected with the investigation would hz 
made some personal conclusions. 
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At thin point, Hr. VJallach asked if it was not 
true that Hr. Ehanklin or some other Bureau official had 
given explicit directions that the investigation vac to 
establish that Oswald acted alone in connection with the 
assassination. Before 1 could answer this question, Mr. 

Wal Inch stated that such information had been received from 
other EDI Agents. I stated that this was not so, that I did 
not believe "’any other /.gents had made such statements , and 
further, that wo had, to the contrary, been given instruction 
to conduct our investigation in an effort to establish all 
the facts to identify all persons involved. 

At this point, which was about 4:23 PM, Senator 
Schv/ei.ckcr left the room and did not take any further part 
in the interrogation. 
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
